AN ACT Relating to transferring food assistance progranms to the
departnment of agriculture; anending RCW 43.330.130; adding a new
section to chapter 43.23 RCW creating new sections; and providing an
effective date.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEGQ SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 43.23 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The director of the departnent may exercise powers and duties with
respect to the admnistration of food assistance prograns in the
department. It is the intent of the legislature in adm nistering the
food assistance prograns transferred to the departnment by chapter

., Laws of 2010 (this act), that prograns continue to be provided
t hrough comuni ty-based organizations. It is the intent of the
| egislature that in accepting the adm nistration of food assistance
prograns, the departnent's core prograns adm ni stered by the depart nent
by July 1, 2010, not be inpacted.

The director of the departnent may adopt rules necessary to
i npl emrent the food assi stance prograns.

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The director may enter into contracts and agreenents to inplenent
food assistance programnms, including contracts and agreenments with the
United States departnent of agriculture, to inplenment federal food
assi stance prograns.

Sec. 2. RCW43.330.130 and 1993 ¢ 280 s 16 are each anmended to
read as foll ows:

(1) The departnent shall coordinate services to communities that
are directed to the poor and di sadvant aged through private and public
nonprofit organi zations and units of general purpose |ocal governnents.
The department shall coordinate these programs using, to the extent
possi bl e, integrated case nanagenent nethods, with other conmunity and
econom ¢ devel opnent efforts that pronote self-sufficiency.

(2) These services my include, but not be Ilimted to,
conpr ehensi ve education services to preschool children froml ow i ncone
famlies, providing for human service needs and advocacy, pronoting
volunteerism and citizen service as a neans for acconplishing |oca
comunity and econom ¢ devel opnent goal s, ((eeerdinating—andproviding
energeney — Fooed — assistance — to — distri-bubton — ceplers — and — needy
rHrdividuals;-)) and providing for human servi ce needs through community-
based organi zati ons.

(3) The departnent shall provide l|ocal communities and at-risk
i ndividuals with prograns that provide comunity protection and assi st
in developing strategies to reduce substance abuse. The departnent
shall adm nister prograns that develop collaborative approaches to
prevention, intervention, and interdiction prograns. The depart nment
shal | adm ni ster prograns that support crine victins, address youth and
donestic violence problens, provide indigent defense for |owinconme
persons, border town disputes, and admnister famly services and
prograns to pronote the state's policy as provided in RCW 74. 14A. 025.

(4) The departnent shall provide fire protection and energency
managenent services to support and strengthen |ocal capacity for
controlling risk to life, property, and community vitality that my
result fromfires, energencies, and di sasters.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. (1) The energency food assi stance programin
the departnent of commerce is transferred to the departnment of
agricul ture.

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(2)(a) Al reports, docunents, surveys, books, records, files,
papers, or witten material in the possession of the energency food
assi stance programin the departnment of comrerce shall be delivered to
t he custody of the departnent of agriculture. Al cabinets, furniture,
of fice equi pnent, notor vehicles, and other tangi ble property enpl oyed
by the energency food assistance programin the departnent of commerce
shall be nade available to the departnent of agriculture. Al funds,
credits, or other assets held by the energency food assi stance program
in the departnent of comrerce shall be assigned to the departnent of
agricul ture.

(b) Any appropriations made to the energency food assistance
programin the departnment of comerce shall, on the effective date of
this section, be transferred and credited to the departnent of
agricul ture.

(c) If any question arises as to the transfer of any personnel
funds, books, docunents, records, papers, files, equipnent, or other
tangi bl e property used or held in the exercise of the powers and the
performance of the duties and functions transferred, the director of
financial nmanagenent shall nake a determnation as to the proper
all ocation and certify the same to the state agenci es concer ned.

(3) All enployees in the energency food assistance programin the
departnment of comerce are transferred to the jurisdiction of the
departnent of agriculture. All enployees classified under chapter
41.06 RCW the state civil service |law, are assigned to the departnent
of agriculture to perform their usual duties upon the sanme terns as
formerly, without any |oss of rights, subject to any action that may be
appropriate thereafter in accordance with the I aws and rul es governi ng
state civil service.

(4) Al rules and all pending business before the energency food
assi stance programin the departnent of comrerce shall be continued and
acted upon by the departnment of agriculture. All existing contracts
and obligations shall remain in full force and shall be perfornmed by
t he departnent of agriculture.

(5) The transfer of the powers, duties, functions, and personnel of
the enmergency food assistance program in the departnment of commerce
shall not affect the validity of any act perforned before the effective
date of this section

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(6) If apportionnents of budgeted funds are required because of the
transfers directed by this section, the director of financia
managenment shall certify the apportionnents to the agencies affected,
the state auditor, and the state treasurer. Each of these shall nake
the appropriate transfer and adjustnents in funds and appropriation
accounts and equi pment records in accordance with the certification.

(7) Al classified enployees of the departnment of conmerce assi gned
to the departnent of agriculture under this section whose positions are
within an existing bargaining unit description at the departnent of
agriculture shall becone a part of the existing bargaining unit at the
departnent of agriculture and shall be considered an appropriate
inclusion or nodification of the existing bargaining unit under the
provi sions of chapter 41.80 RCW

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. (1) The energency food assistance program
and the comodity supplenental food program in the departnent of
gener al admnistration are transferred to the departnent of
agricul ture.

(2)(a) Al reports, docunents, surveys, books, records, files,
papers, or witten material in the possession of the energency food
assi stance program and the comodity suppl emental food programin the
departnment of general adm nistration shall be delivered to the custody
of the departnent of agriculture. Al cabinets, furniture, office
equi pment, notor vehicles, and other tangi ble property enployed by the
ener gency food assistance program and the comodity suppl enental food
program in the departnment of general admnistration shall be nmade
available to the departnent of agriculture. Al funds, credits, or
ot her assets held by the energency food assistance program and the
comodity supplenental food program in the departnent of general
adm ni stration shall be assigned to the departnent of agriculture.

(b) Any appropriations made to the energency food assistance
program and the commodity suppl enmental food program in the depart nment
of general adm nistration shall, on the effective date of this section
be transferred and credited to the departnent of agriculture.

(c) If any question arises as to the transfer of any personnel
funds, books, docunents, records, papers, files, equipnent, or other
tangi bl e property used or held in the exercise of the powers and the

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performance of the duties and functions transferred, the director of
financial managenent shall nake a determnation as to the proper
all ocation and certify the same to the state agenci es concer ned.

(3) Al enployees in the energency food assi stance programand the
comodity supplenental food program in the departnent of general
adm nistration are transferred to the jurisdiction of the departnent of
agriculture. Al enployees classified under chapter 41.06 RCW the
state civil service law, are assigned to the departnent of agriculture
to performtheir usual duties upon the sane terns as fornerly, w thout
any loss of rights, subject to any action that may be appropriate
thereafter in accordance with the aws and rul es governing state civi
servi ce.

(4) Al rules and all pending business before the energency food
assi stance program and the comodity suppl emental food programin the
departnment of general adm nistration shall be continued and acted upon
by the departnent of agriculture. All existing contracts and
obligations shall remain in full force and shall be perforned by the
departnment of agriculture.

(5) The transfer of the powers, duties, functions, and personnel of
t he enmergency food assistance program and the commodity suppl enent al
food program in the departnent of general admnistration shall not
affect the validity of any act perfornmed before the effective date of
this section.

(6) If apportionnents of budgeted funds are required because of the
transfers directed by this section, the director of financia
managenment shall certify the apportionnents to the agencies affected,
the state auditor, and the state treasurer. Each of these shall nake
the appropriate transfer and adjustnents in funds and appropriation
accounts and equi pment records in accordance with the certification.

(7) Al classified enployees of the departnent of general
adm nistration assigned to the departnment of agriculture under this
section whose positions are wthin an existing bargaining unit
description at the departnent of agriculture shall becone a part of the
exi sting bargaining unit at the departnment of agriculture and shall be
considered an appropriate inclusion or nodification of the existing
bar gai ni ng unit under the provisions of chapter 41. 80 RCW
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. This act takes effect July 1, 2010.
